PHONOGRAPH FORUM

The Coin-Operated Type “N” Graphophone 



The early 1 890s witnessed a cultural milestone in 
America. For the first time, anyone with a nickel to 
spare could patronize a coin-operated talking 
machine and hear pre-recorded music or voice. For 
many, this was their first exposure to recorded 
entertainment, and the wide variety of available 
repertoire came as a revelation. From the 
perspective of over a century later, this fascination 
with a machine that could sing, talk, imitate 
birdsongs, or bray like an ass, may seem rather 
pedestrian. To appreciate the impact of this new 
form of entertainment, one need only remember his 
or her first viewing of television, or the family’s 
first color television, or the day the home was wired 
for cable or satellite, and channel choice increased 
from 3 to 100. To hear the voice or instrument of a 
phantom performer was the first step in an ongoing 
entertainment revolution that continues to the 
present time. 



Coin-operated talking machines of the early 1 890s 
were for the most part dependent upon the Edison 
Class “M” Phonograph mechanism. This was a 
reasonably dependable unit, but electrically driven, 
using either storage batteries (Class “M”) or mains 
current (Class “E”) found only in metropolitan 
areas. By 1895, the Columbia Phonograph 
Company was marketing electrically-driven coin- 
operated machines of its own. These, like the 
Edison-based machines, were cumbersome, relying 
upon the crude batteries of the day, or limited to use 
in metropolitan areas through early electric lines. 



In 1 894- 1 895, Edward H. Amet designed a spring- 
driven coin-operated mechanism for Phonograph or 
Graphophone. These were offered through the 
Chicago Talking Machine Company, but few were 
sold. Like Amet’s early spring motors for domestic 
use, his coin-operated exhibition apparatus was 

expensive and seldom seen outside the Chicago 
area. 
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Fig. 1 : Although a horn was shown in the catalogue 
illustration of the coin-operated Type “N” Grapho- 
phone, ear-tubes were often the preferred method of 
delivering the sound. For patrons of 1896, the sight of 
a crank on a nickel-in-the-slot talking machine was a 
new experience.

Graphophone” illustrated the first spring-driven 
coin-operated talking machine offered on a national 
scale. Based upon the successful Type “N” 
Graphophone upper works, and equipped with a 
modified “Type “A” Graphophone motor, this new

designation. The catalogue referred to it as merely 
A Clockwork Motor ‘Coin-Slot’ Graphophone” 
with the added exclamation that must have had 
significant impact in 1896: “YOU WIND IT!” The 
catalogue went on to describe the new development: 



A Clockwork, Coin-Slot Graphophone is now ready, 
which can be used anywhere, requires no 
electricity, costs nothing to maintain, gives perfect 
service, and retains all the charm and beauty of 
reproduction which have made our earlier and 






more expensive types famous all over the world... 

Large profits have been derived from Slot Talking 
Machines, and yet they have always been restricted 
to use in the larger cities and resorts, where a 
supply of electric current was available, and the 
profits reduced by the trouble and expense of 
batteries... 

Low Price, and Simple, Automatic, Clockwork 
Mechanism. This renders it possible for the 
Graphophone to be used in the country stores as 
well as in the larger towns and cities, and enables 
millions of people to enjoy it who have never had an 
opportunity heretofore... 

The catalogue then made a pitch for a possible 
career in recorded exhibitions: 

By assembling a number of Graphophones in a 1 
room with an attractively varied program of 



selections the public will patronize you liberally. 
This Company maintains the largest parlors of the 
kind in the world, each of its offices having superbly 
equipped and profitable Exhibition Departments, 
and you can now do this without the trouble and 
expense of the electric equipment necessary with the 
earlier forms of the Graphophone ... 

The operation of the Graphophone is almost wholly 
automatic. The patron drops the coin in the slot, 
gives the crank a few easy turns, and the music, 
song or story with which the instrument is loaded 
pours from the trumpet (or ear-tubes, as preferred) 
in charming quality and tone. The Price has been 
placed at $50 [small cabinet] and $75 [floor 
cabinet], a sum which the Graphophone is capable 
of quickly returning to the investor, leaving all 
future receipts as clear profit. 

This price is as much a marvel as the Graphophone 
itself, for heretofore it has not been possible to 
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Fig. 2: The mechanism of this machine was a hybrid of a Type “N” upper works— notice the “bullet” end of 
the mandrel— and a modified Type “A” motor. The coin trip prevented the crank from being wound until a 
nickel (or slug, wire, etc!) had been inserted in the slot. Thirteen revolutions of the crank wound the single 
spring and lowered the stylus to the record surface. Once the selection was complete, the trip located to the 
right of the mandrel raised the stylus, stopped the governor, and sent the reproducer and carriage back to the 
left end of the mandrel by means of a coiled spring.

possess such a machine without a much larger 
investment and a continuous operating expense in 
addition. Now the only expense is a trifling amount 
for the purchase of additional music, from time to 
time, to keep your program attractive and fresh. 



The coin-operated Type “N” Graphophone was the 
machine that made possible such inducements. 
Like the conventional Type “N,” the coin-operated 
version brought recorded entertainment to a much 
wider audience than before. This machine was in 
production from August 1 896 until mid- 1 897, when 
it was succeeded by the Type “AS” Graphophone. 
In the near future, there would be less expensive 
and more popular spring-driven talking machines 
(notably the “BS” Graphophone), but the coin- 
operated Type “N” remains an industry first. It 
enabled recorded music to be heard for a nickel in 
small towns and rural locations across the agrarian 
nation that was America. 



Fig. 3: The money box of the coin-operated Type “N” 
was subtly located behind the crank, and locked with a 
key. Over a century later, the thought of this diminu- 
tive tin box emptied of its nickels might suggest the 
equivalent of a child’s allowance. Yet, the surviving 
nickel-in-the-slot talking machines of the period are 
testimony to the machines’ ability to generate income 
for their owners, thus putting food on the table, five 
cents at a time. 
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Meet Conrad Nagel! 

Readers will recall that in our last issue our centerfold 
contained a reproduction of a highly unusual picture record 
in the collection of James Constantian, dating from 1932. 
One side of the disc was clearly labeled “Lilyan Tashman," 
but the gent on the flipside was unidentified. We specu- 
lated it might be John Gilbert or Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. 

Several readers were kind enough to identify our mystery 
man. While a few suggestions made sense but were 
wrong, the overwhelming consensus was Conrad Nagel.... 
shown here in the same pose as on the picture record. 

Nagel made over one hundred pictures and was consid- 
ered a “matinee idol,” which probably explains why there 
was no need to label his portrait on the record! He was 
also one of the original founders of the Academy of Motion 
Pictures Arts and Sciences. He was popular on radio in the 
1 930s and 1 940s, and he did guest appearances on such 
television programs as “Perry Mason" and “The Defenders." 
His last appearance was in 1961 on “Dr. Kildare." * 

In spite of all this, there is still no explanation as to why 
he and Tashman appeared on this little-known picture 
record from 1932, other than the fact that they were both 
riding the crest of popularity, and perhaps it was thought 
their images would help sell records during one of the 
industry’s lowest points. (Tashman and Nagel had ap- 
peared in the film “Pretty Ladies” seven years earlier.)

Antique Phonograph Advertising: an illustrated 



history, by Timothy C. Fabrizio and George F. Paul 

The “boys” have done it again! Adding to their 
list of successful phonograph books for Schiffer 
Publishing comes a comprehensive illustrated look at 
early phonograph advertising, covering the industry 
from its inception through the late 1 920s. 

This is a phenomenal book due, not only to the 
high quality of the almost all-color illustrations, but to 
the authors’ ability to present many diverse and rare 
items as well. 

Here, for example, in just the first section (40+ 
pages) is an 1878 poster advertising a phonograph 
concert (and the tinfoil phonograph was not even six 
months old!); flyers for Bacigalupi, the Polyphone, 
Berliner, Edison and Columbia; an assortment of 
1 890s phonograph concert posters; a framed full- 
color Bettini advertisement; phonograph books and a 
scrapbook; china; pre- 1 900 catalogues; two letters 
from the National Gramophone Company; cylinder 
record boxes; a Columbia Toy Graphophone box 
label; etc., etc... which largely fall within the 1890s, 
and mostly in color! 

The book’ s sections continue largely in chrono- 
logical order, from the early expansion in cylinder 
and disc competition, through World War I, and into 
the wonderful advertising boom of the Twenties. 
There are store signs, colored advertising brochures, 
fans, trolley car signs, glass slides for advertising in 



theatres and movie houses, posters, Nippers, calen- 
dars, clocks, record dusters, display pieces, photo- 
graphs, correspondence, framed artist portraits, ad- 
vertising novelties, machine and horn decals, record 
supplements, pennants, postcards, printer’ s blocks, 
record sleeves, advertising records, an Edison 
“Amberola Store” display unit, and on and on the list 
goes. 

One would expect to see substantial representa- 
tions from the houses of Columbia, Edison and 
Victor; but there are also items from such diverse 
names as Talk-o-Phone, Sonora, Brunswick, Pathe, 
Okeh, Kurtzmann, Indestructible, Emerson, Puritan, 
and so forth. 

There are many wonderful curiosities pictured 
throughout. If I had to choose a favorite, it would be 
the photo of the interior a very stark and crude furni- 
ture store, with three employees standing amidst bed 
frames and bureaus, looking more like frontier con 
artists than furniture salesmen - and there in the 
foreground are two Standard Model “A” disc talking 
machines, along with a poster explaining how one 
could be obtained “FREE.” 

On occasion the book suffers slightly from layout 
problems. For example, the work of George Andrew 
Lewis and his “Phono-Metric Home Cure for Stam- 
mering” appear on pages back-to-back, when they 
would have been more effective facing each other. A 
pair of matching “New Edison” Disc Phonograph 
signs appear some ninety-three pages apart (and with 
differing value estimates) ! 

Yes, there is a value guide, but as the authors point 
out, “One man’s meat is another man’s poison.” In 
the case of the two Edison signs just mentioned, the 
authors give the one in poorer condition (and with 
less appeal to this reviewer) a higher value ! 

Antique Phonograph Advertising (ISBN 0-7643- 
151 7-X) is available through most book sellers. It is 
240 pages, large format, and printed on heavy coated 
stock. Also see George Paul’s ad on the back page of 
this issue.

Rick Kennedy and Randy McNutt (the latter 
author is the biographer of Cal Stewart), have pro- 
duced a fascinating overview of ten independent 
record companies. Included in their label profiles are 
stories about their founders and the maj or performers 
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who recorded for them, as well as relevant and often 
rare photographs. 

Both writers are deeply interested in the social 
forces that have shaped American music and that 
focus is pleasingly apparent throughout the book. For 
example, they point out how rural African American 
music received a growth spurt during the 1 940's be- 
cause there was a migration of Black people into 
urban centers. This coincided with the rise of better 
paying factory jobs in U.S. cities, which in part was 
the result of the wartime industrial boom and its 
aftereffects. 

NEW AMBEROLA GRAPHIC readers will un- 
doubtedly be more drawn to the first three chapters, 
which deal with companies from the era of 78 rpms. 
The colorful Gennett, Paramount and Dial Records 
are covered in them, along with such recording greats 
as Hoagy Carmichael, Jelly Roll Morton and Blind 
Lemon Jefferson. And they are discussed with both 
reverence and a touch of humor. 

To their credit, Kennedy and McNutt have ob- 
tained the input of a score of people who were 
associated with independent labels. A number of 
them have recently passed from the scene. Conse- 
quently, this book has an especially great value as a 
socio-historial narrative. I recommend it.

An updated printing of this historic work has 
recently appeared, and even though we reviewed the 
original book when it came out in 1 999, it is worth 
drawing readers’ attention to the latest edition. 

There are additional color pages in the new 
version, including an interior shot of an Actuelle 
“Classique” art model, complete with its cone 
amplifier. 

The most significant addition is a 4-page section 
devoted to the Pathe “Concert Actuelle,” which 
played “Pathe Giant Records” at a high speed for use 
where greater volume was needed. Pathe claimed 
that thousands of people could hear this unusual 
machine (which sort of looks like a satellite dish 
mounted on a teacart!) at one time. There is also a 
nice 2-page fold-out featuring artists which had been 
recorded for the Concert Actuelle. 

I am told that the printing of this book was in a 
limited number, so collectors are advised order while 
the supply lasts. See Ron Dethlefson’ s ad on the back 
page of this issue for ordering details.

Changing times and a changing economy have 
brought changes in the ways Americans shop. Gone 
is the neighborhood variety store, the local Wool- 
worth’ s, the locally owned grocery store (often an 
I.G.A. affiliate), and the “gas station” where an 
attendant pumped gas for us. We now shop in big 
box chain stores, the variety store now probably just 
rents videos, and we’re all pumping our own gas at 
chains of impersonal quickie stops. 

So it was with a touch of sadness that we read of 
the final bankruptcy of the McCrory Corporation 
last March. Once a leading player in the “five-and- 
dime” business, the few remaining McCrory stores 
were operated in Pennsylvania, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. According to Allan Sutton’ s Directory of 
American Disc Record Brands, McCrory’ s sold the 
popular “Oriole” brand from 1923 until 1938

Music 

Instruments for the production of music are 
older than history. Probably the savage beat- 
ing on a hollow tree trunk showed the way to 
the making of the first drum. By blowing 
across the end of a hollow reed, the descendent 
of the first drum-beater found out about wind 
instruments. Perhaps the chance plucking of 
some sundried membrane, or the sound of a 



twanging bow-string, led to the first stringed 
instrument. We can only conjecture about the 
beginnings of music sound, as the first 
recorded history shows us that various types 
of instruments were already far developed. By 
the end of the Nineteenth Century, we had 
nearly all of our present-day instruments 
brought to their current standard of efficiency. 

During all of this period of development, 
attention was given only to instruments for the 
production of music. Probably, until the in- 
vention of the telephone pointed the way, very 
little thought was given to the possibility of 



producing

beginning of a new field for musical endeavor 
and, although a great deal has been accom- 
plished in the fifty-eight years since, much 
remains to be done. 

After the phonograph, came the radio, and 
the first practical application of electricity to 
the problems of the production of musical 
sounds. Every one is familiar with the rapid 
strides made within the short period since that 
discovery. For a time, this new medium for 
the reproduction of sounds almost completely 
eclipsed the older phonograph. Then, about 
ten years ago, certain principles of the radio 
were applied to the phonograph and we had 
our first electrical recordings. Then, by a more 
complete combination of the radio and phono- 
graph, we finally arrived at the completely 
electrified machine that is now available 
everywhere. 

Neither the latest radio model, nor the most 
recent phonograph, has reached perfection, as 
yet. Broadcasting is far better than the best 
reception, and recordings are better than the 
best reproducing. However, if one man has 
been more successful than the rest, in solving 
the difficult problems connected with sound

reproduction, it is Mirko Paneyko, born in 
the Ukraine, and now living in New York City. 
After some years of experimentation, he has 
succeeded in perfecting an instrument for 
radio reception, and reproduction from rec- 
ords, that recaptures the original broadcast or 
recording with such fidelity that the listener 
can scarcely credit the fact that he is not in 
the room with the performer. The distance be- 
tween the microphone and the loud-speaker 
seems to have been so completely bridged that 
whatever enters the former comes out, undis- 
torted in tone quality or in volume, from the 
latter. Unfortunately, not even Mr. Paneyko 
can make this available to every one. Each 
instrument must be constructed especially for 
the place where it is to be used, and each part 
must be designed to conform with the require- 
ments. This limits the instrument to audito- 
riums or to homes whose owners can afford to 
spend two or three thousand (or more) dollars 
to have perfect reproduction. 

While the use of electricity has advanced the 
farthest along the way of sound reproduction , 
the necessity of new electrical instruments for 
sound production has been recognized for 
some time. Edgar Varese, the modernist com- 
poser, was among the first to call attention to 
this need. As early as 1916 he advocated the 
introduction of new and more powerful in- 
struments into the orchestra. Leon Theremin, 
like Mr. Paneyko, a Russian, was one of the 
first to experiment with the electrical produc- 
tion of sound, and his invention, which has 
been heard extensively in New York City, was 
used as an orchestral instrument by Mr. Varese 
in his composition “Equatorial.” In Paris, 
Martinot, working along the same lines as 
Theremin, produced an electric keyboard in- 
strument. Several attempts have been made to 
perfect an organ, which, producing its tone 
electrically, would need no pipes. The most 
successful one to date, seems to be the instru- 
ment demonstrated last year, for the first time, 
at the Industrial Arts Exposition in Rockefel- 
ler Center, and which was invented by Lau- 
rens Hammond of Chicago. Contained in a 
cabinet much smaller than an upright piano it 
is said to be capable of producing 253 mil- 
lion distinct tone qualities. It would seem that 
electrical music is not so far away. The next 
decade should bring us some entirely new 
instruments and sounds.

Nobody ever did more with less 
than Miss Peggy Lee, who used an 
art of indirection to reach her lis- 
teners where they live. 

Lee died of heart failure Mon- 
day night in her home in Los An- 
geles; she was 81. Born Norma De- 
loris Egstrom May 26, 1920, she 
began performing at 14; her final 
public appearance was at the 
Hollywood Bowl in 1995, so her 
career spanned more than 60 
years in live performance, record- 
ings, radio, television, and movies. 
It is impossible to think of decades 
of American popular music with- 
out hearing her sultry, caramel 
voice. It spanned the full spectrum 
of emotions, attacking them 
through the libido. • . . 

Yesterday Andre Previn, a long- 
time friend and fan, said, “For the 
singing of popular songs, Peggy 
Lee was about as good as you can 
get, with the exception of Billie 
Holiday. When she did some of 
those unbelievably slow ballads, 
she would still swing like a house 
afire. Her sense of rhythm was un- 
beatable, sensational. And when 
she sang a song of unrequited 
love, she really got to you.”

Peggy Lee never resorted to gimmicks or exaggerations in 
her singing style, even during an era dominated by the Frankie 
Lanes, Johnny Rays, and Eydie Gorm£s who did. Her first 
recording was evidently with Benny Goodman’s Orchestra - a 
vocal chorus on “Elmer’s Tune,” recorded in Chicago in 
August of 1941, and issued as Columbia #36359. 



of the Blackwood Brothers Quartet, famous for their Southern 
gospel music, died earlier this year. The family foursome was 
originally formed in 1934. Blackwood was 82. Jazz producer 
and promoter Norman Granz died late last year at the age of 

83. Granz worked with such notables as Billie Holliday, Duke 
Ellington, and Ella Fitzgerald, but perhaps his most famous 
legacy is the series of “Jazz at the Philharmonic “ concerts 
which he produced and recorded. Songwriter Jay Livingston, 
who helped write such famous songs as “Mona Lisa, “Buttons 
and Bows, “To Each His Own” and “Que Sera Sera,” passed 
away last fall at the age of 86. “Lord Pretender,” a calypso 
singer whose contemporaries included Wilmouth Houdini and 
Attila the Hun, died in Trinidad earlier this year at the age of 

84. Pianist, composer and arranger Ralph Burns, died in Los 
Angeles in November. He was said to have learned arranging 
by analyzing records of Benny Goodman, Count Basie and 
Duke Ellington note-by-note. He eventually worked with the 
Carlie Barnet and Woody Herman bands as pianist and 
arranger. He was 79.
